Of the Golden Number and Dominical Letter. 


THE Golden Number was anciently deviſed to find out the 
Eccleſiaſtical beginning of the Year which always happen'd 
between March the 5th. and. April the 6th. R 
And is fo call d, becauſe it was written in the Calendar with 
Letters of Gold, right on the Day whereon the Moon changd, 
and 1s the ſpace of 19 Years, in which the Moon returneth to 
the ſelt-ſame Day of the Year of the Sun, and therefore is alſo 
call'd the Cycle of the Moon, in which the Solſftices and Equino- 


fials do return to all one Point in the Zodtach. 


To find it wy Year, you muſt add One Year to the Year of 
Chriſt (for Chritt was Born one Year of the 19 already paſt) 
then divide the whole by 19, and that which reſteth is the 
Golden Number for that Year, if there be no Surpluſage, it is 


then 19. 
Note, That the Goldes Number and Dominical Letter does 


change every Year the Firſt day of Janwary. 
ng Dommical Letter is fo call'd, becauſe it ſhews the Domi- 
nical or Lord's-Day, throughout ghe whole Year.

A. Becauſe Sins unrepented of hinder the Succeſs of our Pray- 
ers; when the Guilt is removed by penitential Acknowledg- 
menits, there is no Bar to God's Grace and Mercy ; ſuch as would 
pray effettually have always begun with Contetſion. - 

Q. © How many Parts doth the Confeſſion conſiſt of ? 

A, Four : 1.-An Introduction which ſers God before us, un- 
der two proper Titles, viz. Almighty and moſt - Merciful ; the 
Firſt to ſhow his Power, and ſtrike us with a holy Fear of his 
Anger ; the Second to manifeſt his Love, and melt us with the 
Senſe of his Mercy. |

become like loft Sheep, helpleſs and expoſed to many Dangers, 
and of our ſelves,are as he unable as unlikely to return to % ,

We have improved our Original Corruption, which is here 
properly expreſſed by the Devices and Deſires of our own lo 
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whigh we have followed, not checking them, but too often ful- 
filling them ; and then they prodnce Actual Sins,which we con- 
fels under the general Phraſe of our Offending againſt his holy 
Laws : And that we may be more particular , we reduce our 
Actual Sins to rwo ſorts,Sins of Omiſſion and Commiſhon. And 
then the Effe&t of Sins is expreſſed by that Phraſe, There 1s no 
Health in us; that is, no means of Help or Salvation in us, or, 
we are full both of Spiritual and Bodily Infirmities, fo that there

Word Sacerdos, fignifes him whoſe mere Charge and FunCtion is 
about holy things ; and therefore ſeems to be' a moſt proper 
Word when he's in the Actual Adminiſtration of holy thirgs. 

Befides, It is not a Jewiſh Name, that is, not peculiar to the 
Fewiſh Miniſtery, but common to others, and frequently uſed 
by the Primitive Chriſtians; and by which the Prophets foretold, 
that the Miniſters of the Goſpel ſhould be called, and by which 
St. Paul calls them,and by which our Saviour isin a multitude of 

laces ſtyl'd and named the High-Prieſt of our Profefſion, and 
by which we are call'd; Rev. 1.6. and therefore may lawfully, 
ſafely, and without any juſt ground of Offence, be uſed by 
Chriſtians as a Name for the Miniſters of the Goſpel.

A. Becauſe by this Ordinance their Original Sin is waſh 
away, and they grafted into the Body of Chriſt ; {o that if they

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die before they have committed aftual Sin, they are undoubr- 
edly faved. 

Q. VYhat if it be neglefled by the Fault of the Parents ? 

A. They muſt anſwer for putting their Childrens Salvation 
on ſo great a Hazard; but ir is the contempt, and not bare want 
of the Sacrament, which makes it damnable, and ſo cannot be 
imputable or prejudicial to the Child. 

Q. YVho maſt anſwer for them of riper years ? 

A. They themſelves muſt make the Covenant with their own 
Mouths, and the Godfathers, &c. are only Witneſſes to the 
Fact, and muſt be Monitors to chem, to live according to their 


Vow. 
Q PV hy doth the Prieff ack, if the Child have been alveady bap- 
rized ?

Q. I; not that Baptiſm commanded in the Holy Goſpel to be un- 
derſtood only of the Inward and Spiritual Buptiſm, not with Water, 
but the Holy Ghoſt ?

Of the Old Teſtament or Covenant. 


H E Books in Holy Scripture are call'd Cammica/, becauſe 

according to Rule and Order they have been received in- 

to the Canon; that is,into the Number of thoſe Writings which 

are unqueſtionably acknowledged to be the Writings of the Pro- 

phets, and Holy Men inſpired in the Old Teſtament or Covenant ; 

And of the Apoſtles and Diſciples of Chriſt in the New Teſtament 
or Covenant. 

The Word in Greek, which is tranſlated Teſtament, ſignifies 
both a Cougnant, and a Teſtament ; Both the Words in the Title 
of the Holy Bible may be uſed, - 

1. That of Covenant, as being moſt agreeable to the uſe of 
the Word in the Sacred Dialef, and moſt 


2. That Word of a Teſtament allo, wherein the Chriſtian's 
Inheritance is ſealed to him as to a Son and Heir of God's, and 
wherein the Death of Chriſt, as of a Teftator, is ſet down at 
large by way of Story, and as it is applicable to our Benefit.
